EVIDENCE OF AGE TO BE REQUIRED FROM CANDIDATES FOR THE CIVIL

1.—Every Candidate born in England or Wales should produce a certificate from the 
Registrar-General of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of his provincial officers. 
This certificate may be obtained at Somerset House or from the Superintendent Registrar 
of the district in which the birth tovk place. 

ILA Cindidals, who is a native of India must have his age certified by the Govern- 
ment of India, or of the Presidency or Province in which he may have resided, 

TIL—Every other Candidate not producing the ecrlificate mentioned in Clause 1, must 

rove his age by statutory declaration, and should also, if possible, produce a record of 

Girth or baptiam from some official soputer; under ‘which torm way be included. the 
Parochial Registers of Baptisms, the non-Parochial Registers of Baptisms and Rirthi

(a) The declaration should specify precisely the date and piace of birth, aud should, 
if possible, be made hy the father ‘or mother of the caudidate. If made by 
any other person, it should state the circumstances which enabled the declar- 
ant to speak to the fact.

. the declaration, and must be mentioucd in the declaration as having been so 
produced.

(c) If no extract from any register is produced, the declaration must contain a 
statement that, after due inquiry, no such record is believed to exist; or 
sepafate declaration must be made to that effect. 

(d) Statutory declarations must be exactly in the form prescribed by the Act of 5 
and 6 William IV., c..62. A printed form, if required, will be supplied on

Clause VIII—A er the expiration of forty years, reckoning from the date of the 
original Jeasc, the lot Shall be open to resettlement fur a period of thirty years on such terms 
as the Government shall think fit, provided that the assessment shall not he fixed higher 
than the rate which would be paid by cultivating ryots in the neighbourhood for land 
growing the ordinary crops of the country, less thirty per centum to be allowed to the 
Tessee to cover the risks und cost of collection, and to represent his profits. The above 
issersment shall be calculated on the entire area leased, less the one-fourth which is 
exemp'ed from assessment under article I of these rules. 

2 Clause 1X.—The tand shall from time to time be subject to resurvey and reassessment 
in accordance with rule VILL after the expiration of thirty years from auy resettlement.

The 18th January 1880.—The following revised rules passed by the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, under sections 31 aud 41 of the Iudiau Forest Act (VIL of 1878), having received 
the sanction of the Governor-General in Council, are hereby published for general informa 
tion. They will take effect in the Protected Forest tracts of the Suuderbuns described in the 
schedule annexed to the notffications of the 7th December 1878 aud 24th February 1879 
(published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 11th December 1878 and 26th February 1879), and 
will come into force from the date of their publication :— 

Rule I—No- trees, timber, or any other forest produce shall be ent, sawn, gathered, or 
removed from within the boundaries of the Sunderbuns Protected Forests without pre-pay- 
ment in full of the charges due thereon at the rates following :— 


S (1) For every maund of sundri timber, one anna, 
(2) For every maund of any other forest produce, one-fourth of an anna, 


| ‘Those or such other charges as may from time to time he fixed under this rule will also be 
| levied on timber and other forest produce which may be exported from lauds leased under the 
rules for the lease of waste lands in the Sunderbuns. 
Rule I.—Any person desiring to enter the Sunderbuns Protected Forests forthe pur- 
-pose of cutting, sawing, converting, gathering, or removing wees, timber or any other forest 
produce, shall take out a permit or license for the produce which he proposes to remove. The 
said permit will be granted only on pre-payment of the prescribed charges by the officer 
in’charge of the Sunderbuns Forest Division, or by any of his subordinates duly authorized 
‘to receive Payment aud to issue permits. 
Rule III.—The holder of a permit or license for the cutting, sawing, conversion, 
athering, or removal of uny forest produce within the’ boundaries of the Sunderbuns 
Korests, shall produce the said permit or license when called upon to do so by any 
‘forest or police officer, and shall further be bound, on leaving the Sunderbuns Protected 
Forests, to return the said permit or license to one of the forest officers in charge of the 
revenue stations, a list of which will be notified from time to time in the Caloutla Gazette. 


Rule IV.—Any forest produce. in transit.within or passing out of the Sunderbuns 
“Protected Forests, nd any ‘such produce found in auy water-cbannel skixting or leading 
“from ‘the said forests, when there is reason to believe that anything is payable to the

Rules for Inland Emigration through Diubri. 

1. Contractors, agents, or employers of labourers, desiring to march up coolies through. 
Dhubri for the upper districts of Assam, should consign them to the owner of a coolic depot 
at Dhubri, or should, for that purpose, establish their own depdts there, under charge of a 
respousible agent. . 

2. The rules for the establishment, management, and regulation of contractors’ depdts, 
passed by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, under Section 4, Act VII (B.C.) 
of 1873, should be observed in all such depots 

3, At least twelve hours’ notice must be given by the agent in charge of a depdt to the 
Embarkation Agent and Medical Inspector of his intention to despatch a marching party. 

4. All emigrants whom it is proposed to march up from Dhubri should be paraded 
before the Medical Inspector andEimbarkation Agent some time during the day on which 
it is intended to cross them over at the ferry. 

The Medics! Inspector will satisfy himself that they are in a fit state of health to 
undertake the journey, and, on his certifying that they are fit to undertake it, the Embark- 
ation Agent will proceed to inspect the arrangements made for the journey. ‘These are to 
include— 

A.—Clothing for each person according to scale fixed for coolies to be embarked, 
except that flannel petticoats for women and pyjamas for men may be 
dispensed with, and an extra blanket substituted, ; 

B.—That each batch is provided with enough food according to scale for embarked 
coolies, for at least four meals, and that this reserve of food is always main- 
tained during the journey. 

C.—That a trustworthy person is in charge of the party capable of keeping accounts 
of expenditure and providing for their wants, and that he is supplied with 
sufficient funds for the journey, calculated at the rave of 2 annas per adult 
for each 10 miles of journey to be marched as far es Nowgong, aud.at the 
rate of 8 annas per day for any part of the journey beyond Nowgong. 

D.—That a mall supply of simple medicloes and modieal eamforta ia furtahed with 
each batch according to scale, to be fixed by the Chief Commissioner, and 
that the person in charge of the party understands how to use them. 

E.—That each batch is provided with some simple means of conveyance for children, 
or for sick or infirm persons, such as a’bamboo doolie or litter or some 
similar means of conveyance, to be approved by the Superintendent of 
Emigration, at the rate of one such means of conveyance for every ten 
emigrants. 

5. On the Embarkation Agent satisfying himsclf on the points enumerated in the 
preceding rule, the emigrants are to march in his presence from the depd: to the ferry, fully 
equipped, as provided in the said rule, and, should any cause prevent them from crossing on 
the day of inspeetion; they will return to their respective depots, and they aud their equip- 
ment shall be liable to reinspection on the day on which they actually eross, 

6, A way-bill in the prescribed form shall be filled up for each body of emigrants pro- 
ceeding to the same district. ‘This document shall be placed in charge of the person in wl 
care the party is, and on arrival at each sudder and sub-divisioual station he will produc 
it, along with the emigrants, for inspection by the nearest Magistrate or medical officer or 
other officer authorized for‘this purpose, who, after making such remarks on it as be may 
think fit, will return it to the person in charge. On the arrival of the party at their destina- 
tion, the way-bill will he made over to thé manager of the garden, who, after entering up all 
losses ou the journey, and such remarks as he may think necessary, will transmit it by post 
to the Embarkation Agent, Dhubri, A register as in form below should be kept at each 
civil station of these inspections, 60 as to provide a means of tracing any party which may, 
have passed through the station. The register should be initialled by the inspecting officer. ”

‘of such carcass, or report its death to the Tax Daroga, and in snch latter case shall pay to the 
Tax Daroga the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the Commissionets may 
determine, and in cases where the said person is not the owner of the animal, and the owner 
is known, the owner shail alone be responsible for the paymaut of such expense, and such 
expense shall be recoverable as a debt due to the Commissioners.

10. Every owner or occupier of any hous, land, or premises from which offensive 
matter is not removed by the said owner or occupier, shall give free access to the servants 
of the municipality to his house, laud, or premises for the removal of night-soil or filth within 
such hours as may have been fixed by the Commissioners.
